BUSINESS NEWS. 


Judge William Rhodes Hervey, 
vice-president of the Los Angeles 
Trust and Savings Bank, and man- 
ager of the trust department of that 
institution, yesterday gave interest- 
ing facts in connection with the 
California inheritance tax law, 
which was with some 
amendments at the last session of 
the State Legislature, and which 
amendments were effective yester- 
day 

“There is an erroneous belief 
held by a great many people that 
the inheritance tax law of Califor- 
nia is drastic and confiscatory,” 
Judge Hervey said yesterday. “This 
Belief ia not based on facts and the 
application of the law. 

“The exemptions are very liberal, 
and it is possible to devise large 
estates without incurring large in- 
heritance tax payments to the State 
of California. 

“In 1893 the California Legisia- 
ture passed the first inheritance taz 
law. This law was completely re- 
vised in 1905 and was amended 
in 1911, 1918, 1817 and again this 

The law in effect at the date 
of death determines the rates of 
tax so that the law as amended in 
1921 does not apply to estates of 
decedenta who died prior to Aug. 
J. 1921, but epplies to the estates 
of those who die subsequently to 


revised law the tax is computed on 
the transfer of the remainder of 
the property after making deduc- 
tion for all exemptions at rates at 
which it would have been tazed had 


“In other words, thie reduces the 
amount of the tax by making the 
full first $26,000 taxable at the 
primary rate without any reduction 
thereform by reason of the exemp- 
tion, as heretofore the amount of 
the exemption was deducted, and 
the primary rate applied only t. 
the remainder. 

“In the case of a taxable estate 
of $100,000 passing to a widow, 
there would be, under the new 
method of computation, a difference

“The three changes made tn the 
law this year of the greatest gen- 
eral interest are as follows: 

“First—The exemption from the 
California tax of the amount paid 
to the United States government as 
a Federal estate tax. The amount 
of this exemption is to be arrived 
at by computing the Federal tax 
on the appraised values fixed by the 
California appraiser. 

“Second—tThe exemption from the 
California tax of the amount paid 
to other State or States as an 
inhéritance tax. The amount of 
this exemption is to be arrived at 
by computation according to a 
— specified ig the California 

w. 

“Third—A change in the method 
of computing the tax whereby the 
total amount of exemptions allowed 
shall be deducted from the aggre- 
gate amount of property; the prop- 
erty. after such d@eduction. to be 
taxed at the rates at which it 
would have been taxed had no ex- 
emption been allowed. 

“The real property situated in 
this State and all the personal prop- 
erty of a decedent, if in excess of 
the exemptions allowed by law. is 
subject to the inheritance tax. 
Transfers made during lifetime in 
death or to take effect after death 
are also subject to the tax! 
Joint accounts and joint property 
are taxal.le te the surviver unless 
it can be shown that the money or 
property originally belonged to the 
survivor and not to the decedent.”

SANTA MONICA, Aug. 3.—Mrs. 1 
Colodny, in charge of the Federal 
vocational school for World War 
veterans in the St. Catherine Hos- 
pital, is sending out a warning to all 
veterans in the district that under 


the terms ot an act approved June 


16, last, all wishing to take voca- 
tional training must file their appli- 
cations within eighteen months from 
the date named. This means that 
no veterans who apply for voca- 
tional training after Sept. 16, 1922, 
will be given vocational training by 
the government. 

“All veterans who have any idea 
of taking this training or who are 
at all likely te need it should place 
their applications,on file now,” Mra.
